Dollar value of permits for service station construction issued in urban areas dur- 
ing the last quarter of 1949 jumped 50% over the last quarter of 1948. Number of 
permits reported was up 47% (see chart above). Actually, these figures merely in- 
dicate a trend in station construction, since they only include permits for urban 
places of 2,500 population or more, plus a few unincorporated civil divisions. They 
do not include building outside of these city limits, even when located in populous 
suburban areas. Breakdown of service station permits by states and regions for the 
last quarters of 1949 and 1948 appears on p. 41

Big Companies Can Head Off Effort 
To Buy Small Business with Loans 


F “big business’ does not look a little further ahead and 

step a bit faster than it has, the federal government is 
quite likely to have the votes of the “small business man” 
corraled and their businesses locked tightly in a govern- 
ment safety deposit box from which “smal! business’ may 
never emerge 


And this can easily happen in the oil business, for pro- 
ducers, refiners and particularly marketers and even 
dealers 


How this blight on business can come about is indicated 
in the recommendation of a subcommittee of the Joint 
Congressional Economic Committee headed by Senator 
O'Mahoney of Wyoming which the other day recom 
mended to Congress its consideration of a lot of mea- 
sures, some of them highly desirable, for the small busi- 
ness man but several, however, that would put the gov- 
ernment, through the RFC and some new units, into direct 
banking and insurance relation with the small business 
man all over the country 


It is not so good always when the small business man 
Kets in hock to his local banker, but that is supposed to 
be a short term loan and the bank does not want to own 
the borrower's business no matter what it is This pri 
vate bank is going to give the best advice it can muster 
and its advice is getting better and better as the vears 
go by, to get the borrower paid up gut the general pol 
icy of the federal government, for the last almost score 
of years, has been to lay a heavier and heavier hand on 
all business Under that policy the bureaucrats in all 
agencies have endeavored more and more to enforce their 
own operating ideas on business and even to take busi- 
hess over when possibl« We have also seen many at- 
tempts of the government to set itself up in the oil busi- 
ness and there has been at least semi-official talk of its 
gKoing into the steel business and now it is proposed that 
it “stabilize” the coal business which, if attempted, will 
of necessity threaten the oil industry because of 
competing products 


oil's 


So when it is proposed that the government set up not 
only its own direct short term loan facilities, but more 
particularly long time capital resources for the “small 
business man”, such proffer, it may well be argued, should 
be looked upon more as a threat by government to absorb 


small business than to help it maintain its independent 
business and political status 


This point of view is further warranted by the thought 
that if small business is gotten under the 
hand of government, then it would be n 
eally for government to move int« 


controlling

What big and small business can do against this in 


creasing threat of government engulfment is to do 


more 
and better planning for the supplying of investment funds 
for small business from private resources 
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Already some 


of the larger insurance and banking companies are ever 
advertising to place money for capital expenditures with 
small business 

sig business, such as the major oil companies, could 
well speed this effort of the big insurance and investment 
companies by aiding in getting the smaller Independent 
oil companies into contact with the sources of these inde- 
pendent and private funds. Major oil companies could 
act individually through an agency of each company or 
perhaps it would pay to have a group of the majors join 
through skilled officers in studying the problem as a 
whole and in planning either co-operative action to meet 
it or offer working formulas for the larger individual 
companies working it out with such of their own oil con 
pany customers and associates, both through direct usé 
of company funds as well as in conjunction with private 
banks and investing insurance companies 


NATIONAL PETROLEUM NEWS has long advocated that 
the major oil companies should adopt a policy to 
strengthen their own distributors financially and with 
better management knowledge to make it possible for 
them to expand judiciously and profitably; to see that the 
owners of an Independent company that wanted to retire 
could do so without having to sell to the major which 
would absorb them into its own organization and under 
its own name, thus actually and to the general public re- 
ducing competition; and to provide some assurance to the 
heirs that the business will be continued under good aus- 
pices and without being absorbed by the majors, in the 
event of death 

NPN has frequently pointed out that the majors, with 
all their protestation of the existence of competition and 
with all their dire need for it from a political angle, still 
let their marketing department buy up competing Inds 
pendents and pull down the small flag of competition and 
replace it with the company pennant, which, to so many 
in Congress and elsewhere, means “monopoly.” 


The major oil companies could well get into action now 
so that they could go before Congressional committees 
on the hearings of this proposed bill, and argue that at 
least so far as the oil industry is concerned, there is no 
need for the bill because the industry itself has set up a 
practical working program for the smaller companies to 
get reasonable capital on reasonable terms. This would 
be all a part of the industry's public relations program 
the kind of a base which any public relations progran 
to be effective must have 


rue there will be difficulties in working out this fi- 
nancing program on an industry basis. Some would-be 
borrowers would undoubtedly offer impossible proposals 
and probably carry their complaints to the government 
There will probably even be downright gyps trying to get 
the money 3ut we are sure the industry will find con 
bating such difficulties as these a whole lot better than 
having the federal government acting as the private bank- 
er to the Independents and month by month be slowly but 
most certainly exercising increasing control over the op 
eration of the smaller companies and winding up with 
eventual government ownership

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‘Gas’ Prices Cut by Conoco in Oklahoma, Colorado; 
Stanolind Drops ‘Premiums on 14 Houston Area Crudes 


Reductions ranging ut per gal. in Continenta 
Oil Co.'s tank wagon prices for gasoline throughout 
most of Oklahoma and Colorado proved the most wide 
spread move on products prices toward the end of 
March. At the same time, the declines “around the 
edges” in crude oil prices that have been going on over 

past vear continued as Stanolind Oil Purchasing Co 
stopped paying premiums” in 14 small producing 
fields in the Houston area 

Developments affecting supply of products were 
mixed. Gasoline inventories in the nation, after the 
first decline this vear again forged ahead to 135,406 
000 bbls. Demand for gasoline was active at th: 
Gulf, but slack in Chicago and along the East Coast 

East-of-the Rockies fuel oi] stocks were substan 
tially reduced from this time a year and there 
again were indications that Midwest steel and utility 
companies were willing to buy 90 days forward on 
desirable grades of residual 

Trade observers likened Conoco’s reductions in 
gasoline tank wagon prices to those made two weeks 
earlier by Standard Oil Co. (Indiana). Conoco mad 
reductions up to le per gal. in its gasoline prices to 
retail dealers and commercia! consumers throughout 
most of Oklahoma, effective March 29, and 0.5¢ to 
most points in Colorado, effective March 30, The 
changes in Conoco's prices also mark a move by the 
company away from the statewide delivered prices 
based on average freight from refining centers 

Continental said it was “abandoning the practice 
of using a flat tank wagon price tor the state based 
on average freight rates and instead is adopting a 
practice of establishing all its tank wagon prices 
based on local economic competitive factors.” The 
company's cuts applied to all grades of gasoline

Stanolind Purchasing Co., in dropping “premiums 
for a number of Houston area crudes, said “premium 
paying” had forced crude prices up in these fields 
approximately two years ago, but since then prices 
have returned to “normal,” making the April 1 ad 
justments advisable 
Stanolind’s prices for these crudes were down 13¢ 
per bbl. the fields affected were Eureka Hights, Bam 
mel, Fairbanks, North Houston, Aldine, Clinton 
Clodine.
